1. PARA 2 OF REF B REPORTED OUR ESTIMATE OF TIME 
REQUIRED TO OBTAIN ARABIC TRANSLATION AND LIBYAN 
VISA AS REQUESTED BY REF A. WE HAVE NOW LEARNED 
FROM LIBYAN EMBASSY THAT ALL PERSONS APPLYING FOR 
LIBYAN VISA REQUIRE TRANSLATION, INCLUDING OIL 
COMPANY EMPLOYEES WHO PREVIOUSLY EXEMPTED. HOWEVER, 
IN ALL CASES VISAS CAN NOW BE ISSUED THE DAY AFTER 
APPLICATION. THE ARABIC TRANSLATION PROCEDURE CAN 
STILL CONCEIVABLY BE ACCOMPLISHED IN ONE DAY, BUT 
WILL USUALLY TAKE TWO DAYS, SINCE TWO OF OUR THREE 
TRANSLATORS NOW REQUIRE THAT PERSONS TELEPHONE IN 
ADVANCE FOR AN APPOINTMENT. THEREFORE A REALISTIC 
ESTIMATE FOR THE ENTIRE PROCESS OF OBTAINING 
TRANSLATION AND VISA WOULD BE THREE WORKING DAYS. 

2. TRANSLATION PROCEDURE HAS THUS FAR BEEN WORKING 
VERY WELL. TO DATE 28 PERSONS HAVE OBTAINED 
TRANSLATIONS, AND WE HAVE RECEIVED NO REPORTS
